QUICK 
DISPATCH, 


A. Norwegian Substitute for the 
Gal tows and Guillotine—Thre* 
Decapitations in Seven minuttn, 


About one year ago the government 


of Sweden and Norway, in consequence 
of tho numerous horrors which had ta- 
ken place at executions, by the axo or 
eword, of criminals sentenced to death, 
resolved to adopt another mode of exe- 
cution, and appointed for this purpose a 
committee of six persons, 'who carefully 
examined the various modes' of inflict- 
ing tho extreme penalties of tho law in 
the civilized countries of the world, In 
their report they discarded hanging, be- 
cause, they said, in numerous instances, 
it was fraught with untold suffering for 
the culprit. Tho guillotine, although, 
as a general thing, it worked well, in 
the case of persons with short necks, 
was almost inapplicable; shooting, be- 
cause it was uncertain, several volleys 
being required to dispatch tho sufferers. 
Tho committee finally recommended _the 
adoption of a mode of execution which, 
they said, after mature examination, 
they were convinced was tho most hu- 
mtmo that had over been employed yet, 
It was as follows: 
Tho criminal who 


was to suffer death was to bo placed in 
a sort of round wooden eono, open at 
tho top, so that only his head and nook 
would protrude, 
Over his shoulder a 


lid was to ke placed, tightly fitting 
round tho lower part of his nook. Then 
another lid was to bo put on it, contain- 
ing a sharp knil'o shaped like a sickle, 
and to which a wooden handle waa at- 
tached, 


Tlio criminal, after being ^plaood in 


the wooden cone and having' bis neck 
enclosed in tho lower lid, cannot move 
at all, Tho executioner then puts a 
funnel-shaped cover on the cone, where- 
by tho culprit is concealed from view. 
Everything, then, is icady ; the execu- 
tioner seizes tho handle of tho knil'o 
and gives it a quick jerk, and tho cul- 
prit's head is severed from tho body.— 
All tho preparations for tlio execution 
require but little mor« than a minute, 
and tho sickle-shaped knil'o does its 
deadly work with unfailing certainty. 


Tho royal government at Stockholm, 


after subjecting this mode of execution 
to several tebts, found that it was as 
rop'.OBOntcd, and decreed its adoption. 
It was first applied on tho 18l,h of No- 
vembor last, at Trornsoo, in Northern 
Norway, at tho execution of n Russian 
snilor and two Lapland fishermen, who 
woro convicted of murder, arson and rob- 
bery under tho most atrocious circum- 
cos1 
Tho names of 'these doomed men 


woro Nicholas Kurnsoff, Abcn Titty 
and Froo Lalia, 
It having become gen- 


erally known that death would be inflic- 
ted upon them in the now manner de- 
scibccl above, an immense concourse ot 
people surrounded tho mound in the 
suburbs of tho city, where tho terrible 
scene was to bo enacted, for hours be- 
fore "the executioner and his victims 
made" their appearance. 
Nothing was 


to be scon on the mound in question 
but tho wooden eono, with tho cover. 


At 11 o'clock the three criminals 


emerged from tho Lofod gate. They 
were preceded Jby some court officials 
and a drummer who boat a doleful role, 
Behind thorn nmrohod tho executioner 
and his three assistants, 
Tho throo 


doomed men hardly seemed to realize 
tho dreadftil position in which they 
woro placed. Tlio Russian sailor had 
in his mouth a short clay pipe, from 
which ho drew clouds of smoke, 
The 


two Laplanders were singing a weird 
soni{ in a low tone of voice, 
Upon 


roaching tho top of tho mound, tho ex- 
ecutioner and his assistants lifted tho 
Russian into tho open cone, and then 
adjusted ita upper part, which was mov- 
able, ao that tho criminal's bare neck 
and head ouly protruded, and then the 
cover was put over his head, and the 
executioner, with a strong hand, drew 
the handle of the knifo to tho right,— 
Ho waited a moment, and then raised 
tho cover. From it foil the Russian's 
hood, and streams of blood issued from 
tho cone. 
The Laplanders looked on 


listlessly while the assistants of the ex- 
ecutioner removed tho head and trunk 
of tho dead Kmmiitn from tho cone.— 
They wore then hurried to the same 
place, and were dispalohed with equal 
rapidity 
Tlio execution of three men 


did not liifjt over seven or eight _min- 
uto.-i, while, previously, that of u single 
criminal had bometimcs occupied twice 
that length of time,
